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Report Tells Council 
Retail Growth Sound

Plano should concentrate on at­ 
tracting large shopping centers, but 
overall the city’s retail position is 
good, City Council members learned 
Wednesday night. 
Representatives of MPF Research 
told the council that Plano has a good 
potential for retail growth. A report 
prepared by the firm reveals there 
are 4‘no significant failures” in the 
city. 
Sponsored by the Chamber of 
Commerce and partially funded by 
the city and school district, the report 
focuses on retail 
trends. The 
population was also examined and 
reactions to the school system and a 
possible park and ride program were 
sampled. 
Although Plano has always had the 
potential 
for 
growth, 
Carren 
McCommon 
pointed 
out, 
the 


momentum and magnitude of that 
growth could not have been projected 
nearly so high back in the 1960s. 
She said that in 1960, three-fourths 
of the population lived east of US 75 
while that percentage has now been 
reversed. Tile researcher also added 
that only nine of Plano’s 87 sub­ 
divisions are in the east and 90 percent 
of the housing absorption in the 
second quarter occurred in the west. 
An associate, Dr. Dean Manson, 
continued that two sub-markets in 
retail space exist. He stressed that 
there 
is 
very 
little 
interest 
in 
developing retail space in east Plano. 
He did, however, agree that the 
central business district should be 
revitalized. Manson suggested that 
the area capitalize on its historical 
nature and include specialty stores, 
small restaurants and arts and crafts- 
type shops. 
Numbers Determine 
Proposal’s Validity 


A game of numbers Wednesday 
night was declared a draw, as City 
Council members went home to 
ponder which figures were correct. 
The council, meeting in a special 
worksession, debated the advisability 
of giving a private company a con­ 
tract to collect retail solid waste, but 
the problem was soon swamped by a 
series of numbers. 
City Manager David Griffin and 
Public Works Director Clarence 
Daugherty told councilmen that retail 
solid waste collection subsidizes 
residential solid waste operations. 
Griffin said that retail revenues 
reduced the solid waste deficit to only 
$4,131 in 1976-77 and projected that in 
the coming year residential losses will 
be $144,917 which can be partially 
offset by a surplus of $111,601 in retail. 
Richard May who wants the 
contract to collect all containerized 
solid waste disagreed, saying that 
both programs will be run at a deficit 
this year and in the future. 
Griffin’s projections indicate a net 
surplus of $374 in 1978-79 and $70,504 in 
1979-80. 
Who is right? The answer hinges on 
who has made the best projection of 
retail growth. May strongly believes 
that the growth rate will remain 
steady at around IO percent and has 
several mathematical procedures 
which he says proves his premise. 
Griffin and Daugherty, however, 
estimate that retail growth will in­ 
crease to 25 percent. Daughterty said 
the projection was calculated using 
the best available data. He also 
pointed out that retail development is 
on a sharp upswing. 
After 
listening 
to 
lengthy 
arguments from May and staff 


members, the council could only 
agree that more study is needed. The 
final decision will be made during 
budget talks, July 30-31. 
Council members seem to be in 
agreement that if a contract is 
awarded, the winning company must 
provide the same level of service at 
the same rates and with a large 
enough franchise fee to offset any 
losses to residential solid waste 
collection. 


May asked for a three percent 
overall increase if his firm gets the 
contract. He said the rates should be 
adjusted to an as-used basis. 
In other action the council agreed to 
give Lone Star Gas Co. a monthly gas 
cost adjustment. The Texas Railroad 
Commission has ordered the ad­ 
justment and the council felt that 
fighting the ruling would result only in 
large legal fees. 
Council members also approved a 
proposed use plan for federal revenue 
sharing funds. Bob Collins opposed 
the plan and Louise Sherrill ab­ 
stained. 


Ken Lester, director of financial 
services, told the council that there is 
no obligation to spend the $469,712 on 
solid waste equipment as outlined in 
the plan. He said the council members 
could determine how to spend their 
funds during the budget session, but 
the planned use report is a federal 
requirement. 
Collins and Sherrill were reluctant 
to approve the plan because the 
equipment will not be needed if the 
city contracts out some solid waste 
services and because the council had 
not had time to study the recom­ 
mendations.

House Version of Bills 
W ill Probably Pass

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Texas 
legislators, apparently eager for early 
adjournment of the 30-day special 
session, indicated they may be able to 
complete work on the two remaining 
major issues — nursing home 
regulation and development of a 
deepwater offshore terminal — and 
adjourn the session by Friday. 
The nursing home and superport 
bills already have passed the Senate, 
and both were scheduled for House 
action today. 
Sponsors of the proposals said 
senators probably will accept the 
House versions of the two bills unless 
significant amendments are added 
during the floor debate. 
Speaker Bill Clayton said if the 
House can pass both bills today, the 
session could end by Friday morning. 
Senators Wednesday approved 26-1 
the legislation increasing penalties for 
abuse of patients in nursing homes 
and 
transferring 
most 
of 
the 
regulatory authority over such homes 
to 
the 
Department 
of 
Health 
Resources. 
Backers of the bill said abuses of 
nursing 
home 
patients 
had 
necessitated the move to give state 
regulatory agencies the authority to 
close nursing homes where conditions 
endanger patients and to seek court 
orders 
forcing 
nursing 
home 


Manson told council members that 
western shopping centers do better 
closer to US 75—discounting the strip 
along 
US 
75. 
He 
said 
centers 
established in advance of population 
do not thrive as well as those built 
when the population is there to sup­ 
port the retail. 
McCommon said Plano is receiving 
a lower share than should be expected 
of general merchandise trade. Only 12 
percent of Plano’s shopping in that 
category is done in town compared to 
21 percent in comparable towns. 
'Hie report shows that 400,000 to 
800,000 square feet in general mer­ 
chandise retail space can be added 
within the next five years with little 
increase in density needed. 
The typical Planoite, according to 
the report, is 30 to 34 years old and has 
a median salary of $23,000 (the 
median salary in the Metroplex is only 
$14,000). Only 22 percent of wives 
work and most families have pre­ 
school or elementary age children. 
From a sample of 193 households, 
the firm established that the most 
frequently visited retail area in the 
city is Prairie Creek Village with 
Pitman Corners following closely. 
McCommon believes that these 
responses may be weighted because 
the anchor tenants are groceries 
which attract weekly visits. 
The study also reveals that 90 
percent of the population have been to 
Valley View at least once and that 70 
percent have shopped at North Park. 
This indicates that Plano is losing a 
considerable amount of sales tax 
dollars that could be kept at home. 
The study also shows that Planoites 
are ‘‘overwhelmingly favorable’’ 
toward the school district with 91 
percent very satisfied with the 
schools. Most of the respondents cited 
the quality of the teachers. 
MPF determined that 44 percent of 
Planoites working in downtown Dallas 
might use a park and ride system. The 
firm estimates that about seven 
percent of the population or 1200 
people work in the downtown area.

Authority to issue revenue bonds for 
development of the $750 million port if 
private efforts at construction fail. 
A private consortium of oil com­ 
panies, known as Seadock, Inc., had 
planned to construct the port off 
Freeport, but three of the major oil 
companies withdrew from the project 
because of federal regulations they 
said would prevent them from making 
a return on their investment.

Teachers will report Monday, Aug. 22, for five days of in-service training 
before students begin classes Monday, Aug. 29. Before the Legislature 
reduced the school year from 180 to 175 class days, teachers were scheduled 
to report Wednesday, Aug. 17, with classes beginning Wednesday, Aug. 24. 
Plano school trustees have decided to hold the two other days cut by the 
Legislature for use as bad weather make-up days if needed. If no days are 
lost from school because of bad weather, the trustees will cut two days off of 
the end of the year and end classes on May 31 instead of the scheduled June 
2.

Finance 
System 
Challenged 


AUSTIN, Tex. 
(UPI) — While 
leaving little doubt that he considered 
'Texas’ school finance system un­ 
constitutional, a federal judge has 
refused to order the state to make 
changes until he has heard further 
arguments. 
U.S. District Judge Jack Roberts 
Wednesday said waiting to hear ad­ 
ditional arguments will not jeopardize 
school claims for additional state aid. 
He rejected petitions by officials of 
the Leander and San .Augustine 
Independent School Districts seeking 
a preliminary injunction against the 
state. 
“It should be emphasized that this 
court’s denial of plaintiff’s ap­ 
plications for preliminary injunction 
does not in any way indicate that they 
will not succeed on the merits or that 
they will not be entitled to a per­ 
manent 
injunction 
against 
the 
defendant’s conduct if they are suc­ 
cessful on the merits,” Roberts said. 
Leander and San Augustine contend 
the school finance system set up by 
the 1975 legislature discriminates 
against rural districts because aid is 
allocated on the basis of the value of 
real estate and autos in a district, 
without considering the worth of other 
property such as stocks and bonds 


The legislature last week passed a 
bill to increase state aid to public 
schools $945 million, but state officials 
were uncertain whether any of the 
changes made in the allocation 
system would answer the points 
raised in the federal court challenge 
Rural districts, under the new law, 
will have a choice of whether they 
want their state aid allocated on the 
basis of the true market value of their 
real estate or the value of the land for 
agricultural production.

THE RADIO HOBBYIST

It was not too many years ago that the FCC first allocated Citizen’s Band frequencies. What 
started out as a hobby for a relatively few has exploded into nearly twenty-five million users 
of two-way radio. Over 5,000,000 people joined the fun last year alone-and there is no end in 
sight. More people than ever are obtaining personal communications equipment. Research 
and a national survey proved conclusively that most people participate in 2-way radio 
communication for one reason 
fun and recreation. You are probably no different! As you 
have already found out 
two-way personal radio communication is the world’s most 
fascinating and fantastic hobby. 
And it can be even more fun. Personal communications offers vast capabilities...more than 
you probably realize. Plans are being made today which will affect the radio hobby for 
decades to come! Federally established task groups...such as the PRPG (Personal Radio 
Planning Group), PURAC (Personal Use Radio Advisory Committee), various Service 
Working Groups of the upcoming 1979-World Administrative Radio Conference...have been 
assigned by the FCC to plan and evaluate the future of personal radio services. 
Hardly a week goes by when the FCC does not issue some release concerning the future of 
two-way personal radio. These are important, exciting times for the radio hobbyist. 
Personal radio does not only include the Citizen’s Radio Service, but also the Amateur 
Service. “Ham” radio is a logical step up the radio ladder for the serious hobbyist. The basic 
difference between CB’ers and Amateurs (“hams”) is the level of operating skill and 
technical knowledge that they have attained. It does require a little effort to progress from a 
CB hobbyist to a “ham” hobbyist....but you do not have to have any background in radio or 
electronics to accomplish this whatsoever! It is easier than you think! 
Amateur radio offers capabilities not available to CB’ers in exchange for increased 
knowledge in electronic theory and radio regulations plus knowledge of Morse Code. The 
more you know and the more proficient you become at radio operating - the more privileges 
the FCC allows you. The “ham” radio hobby is really an educational process with additional 
privileges as the incentive. This is why the FCC calls the Amateur Service licensing 
arrangement as the “incentive system”. 
The average CB’er might not be aware of some of the benefits of the Amateur Service. For 
example, it can be as easy to talk to radio stations thousands of miles away as it is to talk to 
people a mile from you. There are no distance limitations in “ham” radio! 
CB’ers are limited to a 4-watt power level output. With the proper “ham” licenses you can 
radiate a 1000 watt input or 250 times more power with legal linear amplifiers. You can enjoy 
your hobby on thousands of “channels” instead of just a relatively few. With so many 
channels, interference to your radio communications is drastically reduced or eliminated. 
Severe restrictions exist regarding the height at which certain types of CB antennas can be 
installed. When you have a “ham” license you can install any type of antenna at just about 
any height. Citizens Band licensees are required to be “crystal controlled” on one band of 
“fixed frequency” channels. Licensed amateurs are allowed to communicate on many dif­ 
ferent “bands” of radio frequencies and you can “slide” around these bands at will. Different 
radio bands have different propagation features and allow communications over different 
“skip” distances. Working “skip” is legal on the amateur bands and the rule rather than the 
exception. 
Many other privileges are available to radio hobbyists that obtain the necessary FCC 
“ham” licenses. You can handle messages, telephone anyone (even people without a “ham” 
license) via ham radio telephone, make major adjustments to your equipment-even build and 
design your own gear. 
Nearly all CB’ers would like to expand their hobby to legally include the above. Thousands 
of people, just like yourself, have acquired the necessary knowledge and skill through self- 
training-and you can too! The entry-level to Amateur Radio is the Novice License and the 
youngest “ham” (Neil Rapp of Vincennes, Indiana) passed his test at age 5!.

DEAR Mrs. W K. — Often such a fog or bloom on 
polished furniture may be from the oil irfcm older var­ 
nish finish. Apply liquid wax to remove the oil and then 
try polishing as usual.

DEAR POLLY — Often we throw away a used tube of 
lipstick when there is a lot left in the bottom that we cannot 
get out One way to salvage this remaining lipstick is to use a 
toothpick to scrape out all that remains in the bottom and then 
put it in a used lipstick pot (the kind one puts on with the 
fingers) and apply it with a lipstick brush. Doing this none is 
wasted — NANCY.

Nathan 
kindly looked up the 1959 yearbook and 
although there are pictures of games, there 
are no scores, no mention of a record etc. of 
the 1958 season. 
That would backup Nathan Jr.’s story of a 
season not worth remembering. 
Nathan Sr. suggested I call Jim Murrell, a 
salesman at Joe Griffin Olds. Jim graduated 
in 1958 but didn’t play football. Like Nathan 
Jr., all Jim could say was that the season 
wasn’t worth remembering. However, Jim 
did remember that Plano’s baseball team 
was 31-6 in 1958. 
I have been sports editor at the Daily Star- 
Courier since 1971 and the mystery of the 
1958 season has always puzzled me. 
The football program has never carried 
the 1958 season record as long as I can 
remember. No one I have ever talked to can 
definitely remember what the season record 
was in 1958. 
The closest I have come to finding out 
what the season record was came from 
Nathan Jr.’s guess of 0-9-1.

As a suggestion, 1958 
was the last season Jimmy Thompson 
coached at PHS. Was 0-9-1 the reason why?
